A Narrative is a Relatiows of ſomething that may be 
ſeen, felt, heard, or underſtood +: Or otherwiſe ; Ir is a 
Re/ztion of ſomething that Car nmeirher be ſeew, felt, 
heard, nor anderſtoed + For we have Our /Varratives of 
things Viſible and Inviſible ; Poſſible and Impoſſible 3 Trac 
and Falſe : Our Narratives of Fatt, and our Narratiots 
of Imagination. In One word : There was never any 
thing S:id, Doxe, or Thought of, Since the Creation ; 
nor ſo much as any thing Fan/yd, tho' it was xe- 
wer Said, Done, or Thoxpht of but it will Bear a Narrative. 
$9 that the only point will be,out of This Intinite Diver- 
fity of Narratives, Which is the Narrative here in queſtion. 
NOW the MWarrative heye in queſtion, is the Aarra- 
tive of The PLOT; but then there will ariſe Another 
Queſtion ; Of F HAT Plor ? For there are as many 
ſorts of Plots as there are of Narratives, There are Plots 
of Paſſion, and Plots of Intereſt; Plots Generall and Par- 
ticulay ; Pwblick and Private ; Forreign and Domeſtique ; 
Eeilefiaſticall and Civill : There are Plots to Unarymine 


Governments, and Plots to o_ them ; Plors _

and Counter-Plots ; Plots to make Plots ; and Plots to poi 
Plots ; Plots to give Credit to Sham-Plots; and Plots again 
to Baffle, and Drſcountenance Reall Ones : Plots Feſuttical, 
and Phanatique ; Plots Great and Small ; Highand Zow ; In 
ſhoxt, There 1s not any thing under the Sun, that may 
ſerveus either for P/eaſure, or Convenience, but we have 
a P/ot upon't : And the Maſter-Plot of all, is the Plot how 
to get the Money out of One Pocket into Another 5as45 well 
Obſery'd by oneof the. Antients. For what is it that ſets 
all Trades and Profeſſions a work, Nay and all wicked. 
neſſe too ; As 4urther, Calumny, Oppreſſion, Perjury, $ub- 
ornation, Corruption, &c. But a Plot upon Mony ? 

NOW tocome to my point, This Diſcourſe. is not 
a Wild and Rambling. Narrative of {ome Tzdefinite Plot, 
that no body knows what to make of, , or where to find it : 
'But it is a Narrative '( by way of ZExcellexce.) of Z HE 
Plot : that is to ſay, the Capitalland Hellh Plot which is 
now in Aeitation, for the Deſtruttion of Our. Prizce, Re- 
ligion and Government, tothe Horrour and Ama'zement 
of all the Reformea Catholiques in Chriſtendom. 1call them 
Reformed Catholiques, rather then Proteſtants, becauſe I 
take the Catholique to be the Antienter Family of the Zmo-: 
The Denomination being uſed in the Primitive Church ; and 
not only to denote a Gemerality, or Univerſality of Profeſ- 
fon: but alfo to Diſtinguiſh Ortbodox, and Obeaient Chriſti 
«ns, irom Schiſmatiques, and Heretiques, *Tis caſt in.my 
Diſh 1 know, asa Reproach, that I will not .own my {elf 
to be a Proteſtant. Now lo far as Proteſtant is a Catholigque, 
or as the Church of England is That which 7hey call Prote- 
ſtant, *tisall one-to me, whether I paſle for a /Reformed 
Catholique, a Church of England-man, or a Proteſtant, But 
when FHereſte, and Schiſm comes to ſhelter it elf under 
the Cover of Proteſtantiſm, (which is but too common a 
Caſe) I have-no Ambition to be. accounted any of thoſe 
Proteſtants. So that my Crime isonly that Iam « Charch- 
of: England-Prozeſtant, But to.return to my p__ 
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. LET the Reader take notice, that as theſe Papers are 
only a Narrative of that Plot which is notoriouſly known, 
and diſtinguiſhed from a/l other Plots, by the Zmphaſir of 
THE Plot : Soit is Z Eſtrange's Narrative of That Plot ; 
from whom no more Light can reaſonably .be expeted 
then what ariſes out of matters within the Compaſle of 
His Obſervation. He dyes not pretend, either direly, 
orindireQly, to have been Eatruſted by any of the Vries, 
or Ze/.its , Or to hae been preſent at any of their Eloody 
and Deſperate Corſul:s ; or i'rivy to any of their Zetters, 
Meſſages, or Commiſſions : £0 that Ve can ſay nothing at all 
tothe Particulars that have been given in by the 4nes 
Witneſſes: Or if we Could, the doing of it would fignity 
no more then the holding of a Cand/e to the $ux : For 
whoever carefully peruſes Thiir Writings and Depoſitiops, 
compares their Teſtimonies ; and yet doubts of the Plot, is 
little better, certainly, then Seal'd up under the ſpirit of 
Blindneſs, and Deluſion.Let no body therefore expe from 
Theſe Sheets, any Repetition of what the Kings Fvidences 
have Delivered, and Depoſed with ſo much Solemnity all- 
ready ; but rather. repair to the Aemorialls that they have 
committed to the Publique, which are many, and Copions, 
fora Full, and Finall Satisfaftion. And in the mean time

But we ſhall better 
underitend the Drift of it by the Sequele, It it reſts Here, 
it is only a /audable Zeal Ill menag'd :- For it 1s not the Cut- 
ting Strickures of a ſharp Tongue or a Virulent Pen, but the 
Sebex and Imp:ſſionate Sentence of Law ; that by Priſons, 
Axes, and G.bbets, determines Theſe Controverſizs. In one 
word,! let them vent their Indignation againſt the Prix: 
ciples and Pradtices of the Church ot Rome, in what 
Terins they plcale, :nd make Popery as (/470z as they can, 
provided that they do not encourage 7axmz#lts3 and that 
they contain their Paſtors within the Buunds of 77th 
and Z#ſtice.

This Caution of keeping {v {tri ily to the Rules of 
Truth, and Juſtice, has a reſpc 't, Firft, to the aznner of 
repreſenting both Perſons, and Things ; and Second!y,to 
the matter  Faif, Now it to the /atemperance of /ords 
thefe be added a 1alitions Avgravation of Circumſtances, 
with Fiftion, and [mpoſture over and above ; "cis to be 
fear'd that all 1s not right at the bottoms. I ſhall be here 
encounter'd with a Reproof, for being fo Texder,forſyoch, 
of the Reprt.ition of the Papiſts; and yet any' man that 1s

He was Committed betwixt Twelve and 
One upon the 6th, and the Depoſition againſt him was 
taken the day after he was Committed, at the Rherniſh- 
wine houſe 1n Channel! Row, Threatning alſo to lay the 
Witneſle , in Irozs, if he would not Depoſe what he 
the Magiſtrate had drawn up. The Coppy of the Mitti- 
mus follows, 


VP EREADS MDath hath been

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THESE Gentlemen being brought into the Court by 
their Habeas Corpus the next Term, the proſecution was 
lookt upon to be 1//egal, and Ridiculow, to the higheſt 
Degree ; there appearing no colour from the Information, 
or Examination, either for the matter Charg'd upon 
them, or ſo much as the bare Commitment ; Only it was 
obſerv'd, that beſide the Injuſtice of a Commitment with. 
out Evideace, the Crime was laid Treaſon, on purpoſe 
that they might not be bail'd inthe /acation. 

THIS I hope will not be deny'd to have been a Sham- 
Plot; and promoted by a Fadton too : For it was the 
work of Twenty Libells to defend the Proceeding : The 
Perſons accuſed are Gentlemen of approved Loyalty, Fair 
and Honourable Converſation, and menzealouſly affeQed 
to the Church of Fnglaud. There was an attempt made 
by the ſame Magiſtrate at the ſame time upon another 
Gentleman in the ſame Houſe, ( a Cavalzer of unqueſti 
onable Loyalty and Hozonr ) and upon a like pretence too; 
But That Trepan was let fall again. 

HERE'S ; Fruit of taking up Plots upon Z7uft ; and 
running Headlong from the Fear, nay, from the very 
Name of Popery, into the Thing it ſelf. Let any mag 
ſhew me a more Imverious Tyranny, if he can, or a more 
Implicite Faith; then for men to be worſe then Spirizeds- 
way thus, contrary to the Law, and without Remedy, and 
and run down for Criminals by a Popular Conſent, with: 
out underſtanding one Syllable of the matter in queſtion, 
Thele Prafices and Exceſſes are the Subjeft of my Narre 
tive; and ſo far from miſrepreſenting the Popifh Plot, 
that there is not any ſort of Correſpondence, in This 
Caſe, betw 1xt the Oze, and the Other, AndI defy any 
man to ſhew, whereeverT let fall ſo much as One word 
of the Popiſh Plot, but with a modeſt ard due Reſpeto 
the Covernment. Neither, ineffet, amT become the 
Mark of every Paultry Libeller, for refle ting upon the 
Reality of the One Plot; but for the expoling the Jrggle

of the Other, And it is Time certainly for every man to 
look about him, when our Lives, Liberties, and For- 
tunes lyeall at mercy 3 and every Honeſt man expos'd to 
the Animoſities of Fad#ion, and Rewerpe : For we are not 
judg'd by what we are in Our Selves, 1n Our Converſati- 
ons, and Opinions ; but by what weare ſaid to be. What 
becomes of Magna Charta, at This rate, and the Privi- 
ledges of an Engliſh mans Birth right ? If men ſhall be 
hurry'd into Jays without Evidence, becauſe they will 
not Subſcribe either Confeſions, or Accuſations, touching 
matters which rhey know nothing of, and Wirneſſes 
Tamper'd afterward by Menaces, for Proofs ex poſt Fatto, 
tocolour ſuch 1/egal Commitments? We have had but too 
much of This allready ; and no body knows whoſe Turn 
it may be next : Since what was the Caſe of theſe Gentle- 
men, may be any mans. 

DOES it not behove us, now, to diſtinguiſh betwixt 
Reaſon, and Clamonr ; betwixt 1ruth, and Calumny, be- 
twixt the AQts of Authority, and the Licenſe of Tumults ; 
betwixt the Ju## and Zemperate Deliberations and Reſolu- 
tions of Government, and the violent Heats and Partial;i- 
tres of the Common-people ? How come the Myultitud? to 
be Fudges of Plots, and Popery, more than of Other Crimes 
and Miſdemeazours ? For That's the 7ribunal of the Fatti- 
on, where every man is to be made a Z77aytor, ora Papiſt, 
as They think meet. And it 1s not enough neither to 
be fairly acquitted upon a 77yal before a Cort of Fuſt ice ; 
for the Bench and the Fury are preſently arraign'd upon't 
by an Appeal to the Rabble, 

It is a great poynt gain'd, where a F470 has got- 
ten ſo much the Command of the People, as to make 
them believe every thing that They Say, and approve of 
every thing that they do. There is a P/oz no doubt on't 
but 7hat Plot does not yet create Another Plot, where 
there is »o Plot at all. The Popiſh Plot has Bounds, and 
Limits ; the Kines —_— tell us what it 7s, and where 
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it yes ; and we have had nothing New of That Plot, now 
a-good while. But this Imag:nary Plot, is a Plot upon a 
Perpetual Plot, and to.keep the Nation So long in Ave of 
the Popiſh Plot, till the Fattion may execute Another Plat 
of their Own. And what is\that Other Plot of their Own, 
but, Firſt to break in upon the Miniters and: Friends of 
the Government ; and Secondly, to undermine the ye 
Foundations of it. This is no: more S2z4, then what their 
Prattices make good ; and the Series of the Deſign hangs 
as Naturally, one piece to Another, as if they were but 
ſo many Links of the Same Chain, 

As to. w hat Concerns the Capital Plot, 1n the pro 
ceedings upon the Conſpirators, and the Subſequent 
Severityes upon the Papiſts ; all This is an ACt of the 
Government. But the Superf.etation of Other Plots, which 
neither the State, nor the Witneſſes take any notice of: 
Plots that have no Affinity or Connexion with the Prin. 
cipal ; nor,in Truth, any Exiſtency in Nature, other then 
in the Forge of a Phanatical, and Republican Brain. Theſe 
Plots are not ſo Sacred, I hope, but a body may. ask, 
Whence they Come, and Whither they Go, without any 
Offence, either to Authority. or Good manners, Nay, 
whatifa man ſhould examine them, by what Commil- 
fion it is, that they change their S:#/e, and render P« 
piſts, inthe Original, into Popiſhly-Aﬀetted, inthe Tran 
{{ation? How it comes, of a Down right Popiſh-Plot, to 
be a Popiſhly- Aﬀeited-Plot? This ſtretch puts the Churh- 
of-England-Men into a_ worſe Eſtate then the very P« 
piſts, For there are certain Kyown and Political Condi 
#10ns, whereupon a Papiſt may come off, by ſatisfying 
the Law ; Bur Popiſhly- Aﬀetted is fuch a Drag-Net, ut 
ſweeps All. In Other Cales, there muſt be Probara, as 
well as Alegatz; but Here, the ſimple Alegatiov does a 
mans bus'neſs; for how is it poſſible for any man to 
prove a Negative, and a Zhought, which he muſt do, to 
diſcharge himſelf of being Popiſhly-affeited ? whe 
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The Common People take Popiſbly Afefed T know » 
for one of the Devliſheſt things that can be ſayd of .a 
man ; eſpecially as itis dreſt up with Plozs, Meſſacres, 
Conflagrations, 8&c. to make it the more Terrible. And 
therefore whenſoever the FaCtion has a minde to expoſe 
any man to the Outrages of the Rabble, they are pleas'd 
togive him. the Honour of 7his CharaFer ; which pre- 
ſently raiſes the Country upon him,as if he were a Woolf; 
or a Common Zxemy. Now This Brand of Popiſbly Aﬀect- 
«dis not Set upon a man for any Correſpondency of Dan- 


zerous or Erroneous Principles that he has with the 
Church of Rome; but they make uſe of it as a Diſcrimi- 
utins Mark betwixt themſelves and Other men, He that 
will not believe all the Fooleries They tell him, nor joy 
in all the [ziqu#tyes that they propound to him: He that 
will not Contribute, Swear, Petition, Vote, Aſſociate, as 
They would have him, That. man comes Immediately 
tobe Popiſbly Aﬀetted. He that Speaks Reverently of the 
Dignity, or the Perſons of Biſhops; the Orthodox Clergy, 
the Miniſters of State and Juſtice ; the Service-book, the 
Rites and Appointments of the Church in oppoſition to the 
Aſemblyes-Direftory, with the Practices of their Slovenly 
and Licentions Conventicles ; That man's Popiſhly Aﬀected, 
To Preach up Ohedience to Civil Magiſtrates ; To cr 
down Schiſm ; To thuſe a Good Fryday rather, or an Aſh- 
redneſday, for a Faſt, then a Yhitſon-T ueſday; to-lay 
more ſtreſſe npon the Oaths- of Allegiance and Supremacy, 
then the Solemn League and Covenant; To Advance the 
King above the Two Houſes; To deny. the Sovereignty of 
the People; and to maintain that God is the God of Order, 
and not of Contuſion, All This is to be Popiſhly- Aﬀeted. 
But let us now Conſider how This Calumny comes to 
be taken up ; What's the Drift, and (if This work goes 
on ) what will Probably be. the 7ſe of it.

Nor did they keep themſelves within the Bounds d 
Iaferences, and T acit Implications, loag neither ; But 6

flew open-mouth'd in the face of the Bexch and Jay: 
and in ſo bold a manner too, as if the 77ibunal were on 
ly to Hear the Cauſe, the Jury to ſtand with their fir 
gers in their mouths, and the Pit to Decide it ? What 
is become of the Manhood, and Generoſity of the 
Engliſh Nation ; That we are fan into This Infatiate 
Thirſt of Bloud? Where's our ReſpeCt to our Superiour; 
while we thus Arraign Authority ? Where to our Selve, 
in theSeditious Uſurpation of a Right that does not be 
long to us ; and in ContradiQion to the Duties of Me 
geance, 'and Common Prudence? Where to our Fellow-Su 
jets ; in our Needleſſe, and Unmannerly Importunitirs 
tor more Rigour then the very Letter of the Law wil. 
bear ? Is This _ 4s we would be done by ? Or is it doing 


either as we Have been done by? But 1 ſhall now come +

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the Tranſution of the One Plot into the Other, and the

It is a ſnare, that all the Pre- 
caution in the world cannot avoid-; and a molt In- 
kenſible (lip from Rel:z70n, to Sedition ; as we find in the 
Progreſs uf our preſent Diſtempers. For the bus'neſs of 
Popery 15 now 1n a great mealſure laid aſide ;'and the Diſ- 
Bf ſerersand Republicans at work as hard as they can drive; 
the One to undermine the Church, and the Other the Mo» 
wrchy ; and joyntly engaged in a Commoz Exdervour and 
Deſign for the Ruine of Both, So that the ſame P/or,. in 
Efe&, is carry'd on ftill, but in Other Names, and by 
Onher hands, The Original Quarrel was to the Papiſts :
